LONDON, Dec, 16--For the first 
time in centuries England has been 
struck by a foreign foe. A squadron 
vf swift German cruisers crept 
through the fog last night to the eas 
tern Coast and this morning turned 
their guns against the Britons. When 
aay broke they began the bombard- 
ment of three important towns—Har- 
Uepool, at the mouth of the Tees; 
Whitby, thirty five miles southwara, 
“nd Scarborough, noted as a pleasure 
resort, fifteen miles beyond. 

Hartlepool suffered most. 
two battle cruisers and an 
cruiser were engaged, and at this 
place the greatest loss of life oecur- 
ved. The British war office gives the 
number of dead at Hartlepool as sev- 
en soldiers and twenty two civilians, 
and the wounded fourteen soldiers 
and fifty civilians. 

At Searboroigh, where a_ battle 
cruiser and an ormored cruiser sheli- 
ed the town, thirteen casualties are 
leported, while at Whithy two were 
Killed and two wounded. 

Casualty List 110. 

Men, women and children of the 
civilian population, were left dead or 
wounded—struck without warning 
While at breakfast or at work. In all 
the casualty list totals 110, according 
to the official estimutes, of whom 
thirty-one are known to be dead 

Three churches were damaged; the 
sas works and jumber yards at Har 
tlepool were set on fire, and the Ab- 
bey at Whitby was struck. The Bul- 
tioral Hotel at Scanborough received 
the full effects of a shell, and a num 
ber of houses and shops were shat- 
tered and partly vurned in each of 
the towns. 

The squadron escaped in the mist 
after an encounter with coast guard 
veseels patrolling Me neighborieod, 
which were reinforcee as soon as the 
presence of the Germans was sig- 
nalled,

The admiralty report announces 
that such demonstrations are not 
difficult to accomplish but the popu- 
lation generally cherish so great a 
contidence in the protection of the 
Uritish navy that the inhabitants of 
the coast towns made no serious pre- 
purations to met a bombardment. 

Many Were at Breakfast, 

Exxeept for the working people, the 
Unglish are apt to be late risers dur- 
ing the short winter days. The bom- 
bardment by the German cruisers oc- 
curred between 8 and 9 o'clock, ad 
many people were at breakfast while 
others were on their way to work or 
were opening their shops, 

The ‘booming of heavy guns off the 
three towns drew hundreds of people 
to the beaches. They had no thought 
of a German sald, but when shells 
came crashing over thelr heads and 
into the quiet streets the people made 
a dash for shelter, Off shore the Ger- 
man guns did rapid work, the Hashes 
coming incessantly and the shells 
finding a mark among the buildings. 
Many of the residents took refuge in 
the cellars; others rushed from their 
houses, among them women and chil- 
dren in their night clothes ,and not a 
few sought the ruilway stations and 
departed on the first trains out

WERE CIVILIANS 


MIDDLESBUROUGH, Eng., Dec, 
16—-(via London, Dee. 17, 3 a.m.) — 
Latest returns of the killed and 
wounded as the result of the German 
naval raid show that at Hartlepool 20 
were killed and 50 injured, while at 
West Hariiepool 90 were killed and 
80 injured, The majority of the vic- 
tims were civilians. About cight of 
the killed and 36 of the wounded were 
men engaged in coast defense work, 
but of the remainder the bulk were 
civilians who were shot while at work 
in the streets or while .n their own 
homes. Scores of houses in the two 
Hartiepools have been wrecked and 
scarcely one of the large factories in 
the two towns escaped damage. The 
telephone service is completely dis- 
erganized, Many ships in the harbor 
ot West Hartlepool were damaged, 
including the German sieamer Die- 
Lola, detained since the outbreak of 
the war, which was completely piere- 
ed by a shell, 

At West Garth in the engineering 
works, two workmen were killed and 
three other persons were killed in tne 
streets. In Dover street, West Har- 
tiepvol, Which is right in the heart of 
the business centre a shell carried 
away the entrance of a cottage and 
Killed the occupant, an old woman 
ramed Mrs. Moon. Shelis fell inJis- 
criminately in all parts of the town, 
Special constables were called out and 
ambulance men and doctors were 
quickly, on the scene.

New York, Dec. 16.—A copy of a 
treaty of alliance, signed between 
General Maritz, the rebel leader in 
British South Africa, and the govern- 
ment of German Southwest Africa, 
has been received in New York, 

The treaty has the 
clauses: 

1, General Maritz has declare] the 
independence of South Africa, War 
with England has commenced, 

2. The governor of German South- 
west Africa recognizes all African 
forces which operate against England 
as belligerents. 

3, If British South Africa should 
declare her independence, the im- 
perial governor is to take all feasible 
measures to the effect that the state 
or states are to be recognized as such 
by the German empire as soon as pos-

sible and are ty be included in the 
general treaty of peace. 

4. In view of such support, the 
newly-formed state or states will 
Rave no objection to the German 
government seizing Walfish Bay and 
the islands which lie opposite Ger- 
man Southwestern Africa.
